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Smallest Spring Training Squad in Years, 
35 Players, to Report for Drills at Tampa 


One of the smallest spring training squads of recent years will 
train with the Cincinnati Reds at Tampa, Florida, this spring. 
Thirty-five men are on the roster, 14 of them pitchers, five catchers, 
seven infielders and nine outfielders. Tallest player is Frank Mc- 
Cormick, 6 feet, 4 inches, shortest is Les Hinkle, 5 feet, 7 inches. 
Paul Derringer and Ernie Lombardi are the heaviest men, 225 
pounds, and Les Hinkle and Linus Frey are the lightest, 160 pounds. 
Jim Turner is the oldest, 37, and Ben Wade the youngest, 19. Of the 
players on the roster, all have been classified in the draft except Jim 
Turner, Eddie Lukon, Hank Sauer, Ben Wade and George Burpo. 
Turner, who was beyond the age limits for the last registration, and 
Lukon, who was too young, were scheduled to register on February 
16. Wade and Burpo will not be classified until next year, as they are 
still under the age limits. Hank Sauer has registered but he has not 
been classified. Missing from the roster is Benny Zientara, second 
baseman who is serving in the armed forces. 

Average age of the members of the Reds is 27 years, two months, 
average height is 6 feet, two-fifths inch, and the average weight is 
187.4 pounds. Ages are figured to the opening of spring training 
on February 20.

OPPONENTS’ MISCELLANEOUS FEATURES, 1941 


Hugh Casey of the Dodgers was the big winner among opposing pitchers 
against the Reds in 1941. Although he started only three games against 
Cincinnati’s team and pitched the full route in only two of them he was 
credited with six victories over the Redlegs. Max Butcher of the Pirates and 
Bob Carpenter of the Giants came next in pitching quccess vs. Cincinnati 
with four victories each. In 1940 no pitcher beat the Reds more than three 
times. In return for their victories over the Reds in 1941 Casey lost two to 
Cincinnati’s team as did Butcher and Carpenter. Three-time winners against 
the 1941 Reds were Lon Warneke and Morton Cooper of the Cardinals, Bill 
Lee and Charley Root of the Cubs, Jim Tobin of the Braves and Kirby Higbe 
of the Dodgers. Tobin was the only pitcher to beat the Reds as many as three 
times and escape defeat at their hands. 

Butcher and Lee each pitched four complete games against the Reds, no 
other pitcher finishing what he started against them more than three times. 
Six pitchers each started six games against Cincinnati, none starting against 
them oftener. The six were Butcher, Warneke, Cooper, Higbe, Carpenter and 
Bill Lohrman who, like Carpenter, pitched for the Giants. While Cincinnati's 
pitchers were hurling 89 complete games the 154 pitchers who started against 
the Reds pitched a total of only 63 complete games with no one opposing staff 
contributing more than 11 complete games in 22 opportunities. 

In 1940 a total of 17 plavers each drove in 10 or more runs against the 
Reds. In 1941 this list was reduced to 14 paced by Vince Di Maggio of the 
Pirates who drove in 20. Others high on the list were: Mel Ott, Giants, 19; 
Babe Young, Giants, and Johnny Mize, Cardinals, 16 each; Joe Medwick, 
Dodgers, 13; Eddie Miller, Braves; Bill Jurges, Giants; and Dixie Walker, 
Dodgers, 12 each; Dolf Camilli, Dodgers, 11; Max West, Braves; Nick Etten, 
Phillies; Joe Moore, Giants; Harry Lavagetto, Dodgers; and Dominic 
Dallessandro, Cubs, 10 each.
